bill to legalize the sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer. 

_ After the roll call, the parliamen- 
tary clincher, preventing . reconsid- 
eration, was applied, and, under usual!

The bill provides a tax of $2.25 a 
harrel or two cents a bottle. It would 
prohibit the drinking of beer upon 
the premises where it is sold, and 
hetween sunset and sunrise.

The cost-of-living index figure for 
the six months ending June 30, 192s, 
was determined by the labor depart- 
ment to be 171, while the figure for 
the half vear terminating on Decem- 
ber 31, 1932, was 133.9. The year 
1913 was taken as 100. 

In deciding what action to take 
after next June 30, it will be neces- 
sary under the law to ascertain the 
cost of living for the first six months 
of 1933. President Roosevelt can con- 
tinue the 15 per cent cut at that time 
if living costs justify. 

After reciting the provisions of the 
economy act, the executive order sign- 


ed by the president concluded:

The administrative set- 
up in that ward is conducive to an 
extremely high per patient day cost 
and is a substantial factor in raising 
the level of that cost for the hospital 
as a whole. Our board has given seri- 
, ous consideration to this factor at 
practically every meeting since Janu- 
ary, 1951. We have recently voted to 
eliminate out-of-town patients, which 
| we did not feel was fair to the tax- 
| payers of this city. This has resulted, 
‘and will continue to result, in a 
marked reduction of patients treated. 

“It must be borne in mind that at 
Grady we are dealing with human 
'lives, and the situation is not com- 
| parable to that of other departments of 
| the city, where a 24-hour delay in ac- 
'complishing a certain purpose would 
be only one of slight inconvenience. 
In the operation of the hospital, the 
organization must be such as not to 
permit of one moment’s delay in 
many cases, and we cannot subscribe 
to the policy of jeopardizing human 
life for the saving of a relatively 
small item. Grady is the only hos- 
pital in Atlanta that gives a 24-hour 
emergency service, 365 days in the 
year.
